The FCC said that based on the eviderce, Merrell "repeatedly and 
willfully" violated Section 301 of the Communications Act by 
trana7itting without a license. "Considering the entire record and 
applying the statutory factors listed above, this case warrartsa 
$10,000 forfeiture," the FCC conduded. 


Merrell has 30 days fromthe date of the Order's release to pay 
the fine. If not paid, the matter coud be referred to the 
Departrrert of J ustice for collection. 


Forrrer Armateur Radio licensee Herb Schoenbohm ex-KV4FZ, 
apparertly is eager to retumn to his favorite pasiive. In early 
January, the FCC suggested that Schoenbohm who lives in Kingshill, 
Virgin Idands, wontt get his wish easly. Lat April, only a few 
rrorths after losing his battle to renew his hamticket and his 
operating authority had expired, Schoenbohmapplied for a new 
Amateur Radio license ard passed the Gereral exam The FCC 
now has desgrated that pending application for hearing, to 
determine, in part, if Schoenbohmis rehabilitated and deserves to 
be a Conmission licensee. 


The FCC didnt nince words in its Hearing Designation Order, WT 
Docket No 01-352. Schoenbohns "previous ciminal behavior, 
misrepresertation and lack of candor warrarted derial of his 
renewal application," the Order said. "Mr. Schoenbohmis a 
convicted felon and was fourd to have nisrepreserted facts and 
lacked candor in his testirony in that hearing." 


The FCC said, however, that what's past is past, and it does not 
intend to rehash Schoerbohnis earlier case in the curert 
proceeding. Now, the Commission says, it must deternine whether 
Schoenbohn "has been suffidertly rehabilitated" since his earlier 
"disqualifying behavior." The Conmission said it needs to know if 
Schoenbohm "coud be relied upon to observe our rues and 
polides and deal with the Connisson in an honest and forthright 
rramer." 


The FCC said that since it has "no facts now before us that woud 
support a finding of rehabilitation," it cannot make a ready 
determination that granting Schoenbohn's application "woud serve 
the public interest, convenience, and necessity." So, it's deagnating 
his application for hearing. 

"Absert a derorsiration by Mr. Schoenbohmthat he now possesses 
the requste character qualifications to be a Conmission licersee, 
his pending applications ray not be grarted," the FCC added. 
Schoenbohm vowed last year to retun to Amateur Radio. 


Meanmtile, the FCC is continuing to investigate whether a South 
Carolina arrateur broke any rules when he let Schoenbohm 
operate during a recert cortest. Stephen S. Reidlyn, AAAV, rented 
and operated fromSdoerbohis sation during the CQ World 
Wide SSB Cortest lat Odober. Reichlyn corfirrred that he had 
asked Schoenbohmio fill in briefly as an operator on two 
occasions He said he fully supervised Schroerbomis operation, but 
conceded in his response to the FCC that he may have exerdsed 
poor judgrrert in asking Schoenbohmto operate. 

The FCC said Schoenbohmwoud bear the burden of proof in the 
new license application proceeding before an adnirnisrative law 
judge to deternine whether he now possesses the requisite 
craracter qualifications to be a Connisson licensee and whether 
his pending application shoud be grarted 

Schoenbohmhas 20 days to respond to the Order or his 
application will be denied with prejudice.
